Compulsory Education. 


THE OOYERNOU'S KEASOXS FOR YETO- 


IN'O THE HIM, riiOSIDINCl FOR IT. 


The Governor's message to the Senate 


vetoing the compulsory education bill, 
says: 


"In vetoing the bill in 1801 I took oc- 


casion to say: 'This legislation is the first 
step taken by our commonwealth in the 
direction of compulsory education. That 
feature of a common school system in- 
volves serious political, educational and 
social problems. They have not yet been 
definitely or satisfactorily solved by the 
experience of other states in grapplm* 
with them; therefore, it is needful that 
sure ground should be occupied, in order 
that it may be sucessfully maintained.' 
. "The state has provided, with increas- 
ing liberality, for the education of all the 
children of all its citizens. While it has 
furnished the opportunity to all, it has 
imposed the obligation of attendance 
upon none. Free attendance upon free 
schools seems to most befit free people 
I am well aware of the necessity claimed 
to exist for compelling certain classes ol 
the people to avail themselves of the op- 
portunities offered them, but compulsory 
education is such an invasion upon exist- 
ing systems in our common wealth i hat if 
it is to be inaugurated it should be done 
under the most favorable circumstances. 
"It will not avail to pass a law of un- 


certain chin acter or so widely at variance 
with the popular sense of what is just 
that it shall be a dead letter on the stat- 
ute books. 
"While it is true some of the 


more objectionuole featmes of the act of 
JMJ1 do not appear in the present legisla- 
tion, yet tlie purpose of it, as herein 
sought to be enforced, presents certain 
aspects which in my judgment will not 
meet with popular approval under the 
most favorable conditions. This innova- 
tion upon our social and educational sys- 
tem is a very doubtful experiment.

To 
compel the teachers to inquire into the 
cause of their absence from the public 
schools and to determine whether or not 
such cause is satisfactory ; to require tin- 
secretary of tlie school board to hear and 
determine their excuses before he shall 
proceed to make complaint before an al- 
dennan or justice of the peace, to have 
these magistrates in turn bear and sift 
the cases, and finally to refer them to the 
court of quarter sessions, will establish a 
system at once so intricate, burdensome.

Pineapple Marmalade,—Peel your 


Pines carefully, and remove the eyes 
with a sharp bright penknife. Flake 
tueiu with a silver knife (to keep the 
color), leaving out tlie hard part of the 
fruit.

Pineapple Scvujlc..—pare and grate 


enough pineapple to make one pint- 
add one pound of granulated sugar- 
mix well and squeeze in juice of one 
lemon. To half a box of gelatine add 
half a glass of cold water: soak until 
soft; then set over a kettle of hot water. 
Beat the yolks of three eggs with egg- 
beater and stir into the pineapple; when 
gelatine is melted add to the pineapple 
and pour all into a dish and set ia a pan 
of cracked ice: stir slowly until it gets 
thick; then add one pint of whipped 
cream; turn into a mould which lias a 
cover; put a thin cloth over the top: lit 
the cover down closely over the cloth; 
pack the mould in a mixture of chopped 
ice aud salt. In two hours it will lw 
ready to serve. In the centre it will not 
be frozen, but the outside poitioii will 
freeze a little. 


Pineapple Prcsem.—Twist off Uie 


top and bottom, and pare off the rough

New Style of Horseshoes. 


A horseshoe recently patented lias fot 


its special object the obtaining of better 
foothold and the lessening of concussion 
or jarring effect upon the animal's feet. 
Tho shoe is made with apertures extend 
ing through il, located between the po- 
sitions usually occupied by the nails. 
The openings are of dovetailed form and 
the usual nail holes are provided in the 
intervening solid portions of the shoe. 
Projecting through the apertures tire 
elastic rubber studs which are fixed on 
a strip of rubber or leather intervening 
between the metal shoe and the wall of 
the hoof, and through which the nails 
are driven in the operation of shoeing. 
By this construction the grip of the 
horse's foot is immensely increased, es- 
pecially on slippery pavements, and Ihe 
tendency of the horse to leg disease is 
materially reduced.

*G,(>00 per month has been saved the 
government since the interior depait- 
ment has passed under Democratic con- 
trol.

turn: but with all these imperfections, 
there isa thousand fold moie to see than 
the visitor of a week, or even a month, 
can takein with satisfaction. Of course' 
there is much lo inspire the chronic 
growler, but the visitor who complains 
of anything about the Chicago Fair must 
suffer from a maw-worm of ceaseless 
activity. 


And now a few plain words about the 


prospects of the Exposition. The people 
of Chicago have done more, vastly more, 
than any community should ever have 
been culled upon to do in tlie presenta- 
tion of the grandest tribute to our civil- 
ix.ation ever conceived, and with all that 
they have done the enterprise is in dan- 
ger of financial failure. The direction 
may have erred, as even the Chicagoau, 
progressive as he is, is only human, but 
in the main it has erred in attempting 
loo much with too little. The daily ex- 
penses are not less than $30,000; the 
daily receipts have not averaged ovei 
$1-3,000, and to the daily loss of $1.3,000 
must be added $4,000,000 of bonded in- 
debtedness, for the payment of which 
the gate receipts are pledged, and not 
less than $1,000,000 of floating debt. 


Then comes the Sunday question like 


a two-edged sword. If the Exposition 
grounds shall not be opened on Sunday, 
a loss of probably $-50,000 for each Sun- 
day must be accepted ; if opened on Sun- 
day, there is now, because of Hie general 
and bitter agitation of the question, dan- 
ger of a boycott from many of the relig- 
ious organizations of the country. Es- 
pecially is the Sunday question a vital 
one here in Chicago. Here are the peo- 
ple who must make all possible sacrifice 
to give the Exposition success, and the

State Legislature. 


The bill raising to $4000 the salaries of 


the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
Auditor General, Secretary of Internal 
Affairs and Deputy Attorney General 
has been signed by the Governor, aud 
Professor Schaeffer, of Kutztovra, has 
accepted the appointment of Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction and was 
confirmed by the Senate, together with 
W. Hayes Grier as Superintendent of 
State Printing. 


The Governor notified the House that 


he lias signed the Kearns anti-Piukerton 
bill. 


In the House on Tuesday a communi- 


cation was received from Attorney Gen- 
eral Hensel, in response to a House re- 
solution passed on May 22, requesting 
him to inform that body what action can 
be taken to prevent the alleged invasion 
of the battlefield' at Gettysburg by an 
electric railway. Mr. Hensel says that, 
from the best information he can obtain, 
the railway traverses streets, roads and 
land by the consent of the local authori- 
ties and the owners of property, and 
does not trench on property of the State 
of Pennsylvania in any manner. He 
knows of no action that can be taken by 
the State to prevent such occupation of 
the streets and private property, even 
though the highways lead to the historic 
battlefield or the ground occupied com- 
prises part of it. The Federal Govern- 
ment, he says, alone has the right to take 
action where the road traverses any 
property belonging to it or under its 
control, and will exercise this authority, 
so Mr. Hensel is advised, through the 
War Department. 


The bill extending the provisions of 


the Saturday half-holiday law so as to 
cover all the Saturdays in the year lias 
been signed by the Govei nor. 


The legislative session of 1S03 ended at 


noon Thursday, when both Houses ad- 
journed, leaving more tlian a hundred 
bills unacted ou on the House calendar. 
Among these were the bills giving the 
right of eminent domain to electric rail- 
way companies, and authorizing the 
transfer of liquor licenses. 


The conference report on the Nesbit 


Road bill was defeated. With the fall 
of tills bill the appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 for township road purposes, pre^ i- 
ously passed, goes down also. 


The Governor's veto of the Compul- 


sory Education bill was sustained by a 
vote of 116 to 56. 


At 11.30 a. m. the House reassembled 


for the formal closing of the session. 
The delayed Baker Ballot and Geueral 
Appropriation bills received the signa- 
ture of the Speaker, this being the last 
official business performed. The usual

Thompson for the impartial manner in 
which he had performed the exacting 
duties of the office were offered by Mr. 
Wherry, the Democratic leader, and 
seconded by Mr. Cessna, the veteran on 
the Republican side. Sets of silverware 
were presented to Speaker Thompson 
and Chief Clerks, after which the House, 
at 12 o'clock, adjourned sine die. 


The report of the Joint Legislative 


Committee appointed two years ago to 
investigate the Soldiers'Orphans'Schools 
syndicate was submitted to the Senate. 
The committee finds that the officers of 
the Department of Public Instruction 
werecareless and derelict in their duties, 
and their visits to thedifferentscliools did 
not cover the purpose for which tliey 
were appointed. 


The Baker Ballot bill was passed 


finally in nearly its original shape, and 
after some delay the General Appropria- 
tion bill was called up and defeated- 
yeas, 14; nays, 12, the idea being to force 
a prolongation of the session.

Our Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON,-June 2,1893. 


Editor of Compiler: Secretary Carl isle 


has made it a rule to see everybody that 
called on him at h's office until this week, 
when after much deliberation he came 
to the conclusion that liis promiscuous 
callers were taking up so much of the 
time that should be devoted to weightier 
matters that it was his duty to follow 
the President's example and deny him- 
self to general callers, and an aunounce- 
ment to that effect was made. It is 
easy enough to see Secretary Carlisle i£ 
your business isot a public nature, but 
otherwise you cannot. Theoretically it 
seems hard on some of his callers, but 
practically there was no other course 
left for him to take. In the present 
state of the country the official duties of 
the Secretary of the Treasury are of the 
highest importance, more depending 
directly upon him than upon any other 
member of the cabinet, and John Griffin 
Carlisle has never shirked or neglected 
his duty, although he lias often found it, 
ae he probably does in this case, more or 
less painful to .perform.

candidates for State, city and county offices 
within the Commonwealth of Pennsyltania, 
before entering npon the discharge of their 
duties, severi-lly to take and subscribe to an 
oath or affirmation in the presence of each 
other in form as follows, namely: "1 (A B) 
do 
that I will as judge, inspector or 


clerk (us the case may hp) at the ensuing elec- 
tion, impartially and faithfully perform ray 
duties, in accordance with the laws and Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania, and in accordance with the rales and 
regulations adopted by the 
party of 


the connty of 
for the government of 


the said primary elections, meetings or cau- 
cus, to the best of my judgement and abil- 
ities; " the oath or affirmation shall be first 
fJininistered to the judge by one of the in- 
spectors, then the judge so qualified shall 
administer thi! oath or affirmation to the in- 
spectors or cierka, ami may administer the 
oath to any elector offering to vote as to hia 
qualifications to vote at such election. 


THe New Ballot BUI. 


The reconstructed Baker ballot law aa 


agreed npon by the Home and Senate cot- 
ferees makes the following changes in the 
present law : 


The ballot is decreased to one-half its pres- 


ent size. Only one set of ballots and sample 
ballots is necessary. Reduces the percentage 
for party nominations from three to two. 
Increases the time allowed for printing the 
ballots. Provides that the printing of the 
ballots for Spring elections shall be done un- 
der the supervision of the connty commis- 
sioners. 
Certificates of nominations for 


members of the House of Representatives 
shall be filed with the connty commissioners 
instead of the secretary of the commonwealth. 
Provides that one mark in a circle at iho 
top of a column of candidates shall be a vote 
lor every one in that column. Where the 
circle is not marked a mark for every can- 
didate voted for is required. A screen or 
door must be placed on the front of each 
booth, thereby better securing privacy. Pro- 
vides fur greater thickness of paper for bal- 
lon and the corner ot the ballot folded over 
shall be printed blnck so that the number 
cannot be seen through the paper. In case a 
voter votes for more persons than he is entitl- 
ed to the ballot shall not be entirely thrown 
out, hut so mnch of the ballot as is properly 
marked shall he counted. 


The disability clause of the act of 1891 is 


unchanged, but a penal clause is provided 
for any one who falsely represent his disa- 
bility.

My plain, unmistakable duty as County 


Chairman is an explanation and instructions 
to the C muty Committeemen of the various 
districts of this new but legal departure 
from the old and illegal practice of holding 
primaries, I > the end that the primaries and 
convention may l>e legally held. That there 
may be no cocfuaioa or disturbance, I call 
special attention to the latter part of the 
first section of <<aid Ar.l, "Anil may admin- 
ister the oath to any elector offering to vote 
as to his qualification,! to vote at such elec- 
tion." I observe that the plain intent of 
this Act cannot be mistaken, as it does not 
ioteifere with therightofany political party 
in the regulation of its primaries for State, 
city or county conventions. It does not 
specify what shall he the qualifications, hnl 
leaves it entirely and exclusively lo the dif- 
ferent political organizations. At the last 
meeting ol the County Cummittee rules 
providing for the qualifications of voters 
were nnammonsly adopted. 
It is not my 


part as Chairman lo comment npon the pol- 
icy of these roles, but accepting the neces- 
sity of uniform specifications as to qualifica- 
tion of voters at primaries, as well as at 
general elections, it is nevertheless my duly 
to see that the rnlrs are properly respected. 
I, therefore, call npon the Committeemen to 
see that the following are observed : 


1st. All persons offering t) vote most be 


possessed of the i institutional qualifications 
of a voter at the general election. 


2d. The right of challenge shall be in 


accordance with the law regn lating cH'lenge 
at the general election. 


3rd. 
No person but aqnalifirl voter of 


the district c'in challenge a voter, and in 
case of challenge, the peijon so challenging 
must snbmit proof of the disloyalty of the 
person claiming to vote. 


4th. 
The Jndge of the election shall de- 


cide all questions pertaining to the right of 
challenge. 


5th. Any voter who has not voted a na- 


tional, stat3 or connty ticket within one 
year preceding this pi:mary, and who pro- 
poses to support the Democratic ticket at 
future elections, shall be entitle 1 to vole ai 
the primaries. 


I very respectfully e-.ll npon the Connty

Machinery on the Farm. 


The lota of time bj the use of dull 


tools, or of implements not adapted 
for the purpose to which they maybe 
applied, compels the farmer to hire more 
help than should be the case if he was 
alive to the opportunities offered by 
labor-saving appliances. A comparson 
of the old-time method, of cutting the 
wheat with the scythe and by the pres- 
ent method of cutting and binding the 
wheat with the harvester, is sufficient to 
show that the enormous crops of wheat 
could not now be grown and harvested 
under old systems. The labor that once 
assisted in the fields has been trans- 
ferred to the workshops, more mechanics 
and fewer farm laborers being the re- 
sult. 


The fact that wheat and corn sell at 


lower prices than formerly does not 
imply that the profits are less. The 
expense of one bushel of wheat, before 
the introduction of the newest improved 
machines, was more than the selling 
prices of today, and the profits were as 
small as at the present time. Ma- 
chinery assists in increasing the number 
of bushels and reduces the cost, which 
includes also the necessary work at- 
tendant of maintaining a larger number 
of laborers and teams. A comparison 
of profits will show that labor-saving 
machinery enables the farmer to secure 
larger profits now than in former days, 
and that the work is less arduous and 
fatiguing. 


The farmer of half a century ago 


was daily on the watch for rains and 
sunshine, and he was also compelled 
to face delays that often involved the 
loss of the entire crop, but at the pres- 
ent day he cuts and binds a whole field 
alone, riding on a seat, and can accom- 
plish in a few hours U>3 work that re- 
quired several days for his ancestor to 
perform, and he can plow, cultivate 
and barrow his corn by riding. Pota- 
toes are now cut up for seed, planted 
covered and harvested by machines, and 
the hay is loaded upon the wagon while 
the horses are walking along the wind- 
rows. Vehicles are also lighter~~and 
stronger, and the manure can be spread 
over the ground by an attachment to 
the wagon. A glance over the field 
will show a most wonderful progress 
in the invention of. .machinery and ap- 
pliances to be used on the farm, which 
places farming within the reach of many 
who could not otherwise perform the 
necessary labor, and, strange to say, 
the wages of farm laborers are higher 
than before, for improved implements 
have assisted many of them to work 
for themselves.—FMhi, lieconl. 


Farm Holes. 


Prevention is cheaper and better than 


cure. When an animal is sick it should 
be removed at once from all others of 
its kind. 


Those who have tried it claim that 


when the cow is groomed and cared for 
in the same manner as is the horse 
she pays for the extra labor bestowed 
by an increased yield of milk. 


There is a large loss in sheep by breed- 


ing for wool only, and there is a loss 
also by compelling sheep to live on 
tracts of land that will not supply 
them with sufficient food. 


Clover and grass will make the hens 


lay if they lack food of a variety, es- 
pecially when they are kept in confine- 
ment. 


Tour stock may be turned out to 


shift for themselves, but such a method 
will not prove economical. The first 
year is the most important in the life 
of an animal, for it is then that the 
greatest proportionate gain is made. 


II will be found an advantage to clean 


out the hay loft and sweep it with a 
broom before new hay is stored. The 
number of mice and insects found snug- 
ly domiciled in the loft will be surpris- 
ing. 


Butter may be injured by too much 


churning, and it may fail in quality be- 
cause old and new cream is mixed. 
During the summer the temperature 
must be carefully regulated by the fre- 
quent use of thermometer. 


It is said that the English sparrows, 


which have been often accused of eating 
the buds of fruit trees, are now proving 
themselves guilty, and suffering the pen- 
alty for it, by dying of poisoning where 
the trees have been sprayed with Paris 
green before the buds open. If this is 
true, it is an additional reason for early 
spraying, and by that means we can rid 
our orchards and fields of a pest that is 
almost as bad, if not worse, than the 
worms they were brought here to sub- 
due, but which they seem to have little 
fancy for. 


large areas are far more liable to 


be neglected than small ones. On ac- 
count of this neglect the quantity of 
land often fails to give anything ap- 
proaching a proportionate increase in the 
quantity of the crop. On the other 
hand, high manuring and improved cul- 
ture almost invariably give a large and 
Immediate increase in the yield. 


If the horses are chafed by the col- 


lar or other harness when at work, first 
wash off the galled place in clean, cold 
water as soon as the harness is taken 
off after each time of using. Then see 
that the harness is washed clean and 
oiled where it bears the most, rubbing 
the leather until soft. The straw or 
flag collars are excellent for heavy 
work, as they allow air to pass through 
them, and thus do not sweat the animal 
so much. 


"So matter whether a farmer wants 


to plant spruce for timber, a Jew on 
the windward side of bouses and barns 
to shelter them from the fierce storms 
will prove a profitable investment. The 
Norway spruce is a rapid grower, and 
a windbreak once planted will every 
year prove a better protection, and 
prove more valuable. It makes a better 
windbreak to plant two rows about 10 
feet;apart, with some dec!duous trees 
between. That wind one tree does not 
obstruct the other row will catch. 


Profeasor Henry says that it re- 


quires about li pounds of gram feed 
daily to keep a 100-pound hog up to 
his weight. If there is to be any profit 
in keeping the animal it should come 
from feeding above that amount. After 
he geta that, then he can begin to make 
com into pork for the benefit of his 
owner, and not until then. 


In Germany, before a person is count- 


ed on as being properly qualified to 
take charged a creamery or factory, he 
mart have served one year as an ap- 
|Tei.tice, attended the dairy school one 
jremi, and served four years in a cream- 
ery. Think of that, boys, when yon be- 
gin to feel that you have mastered the 
burineM by working a few weeks in a 
factoiT.

stalks are grown in each hill, unles 
the ground is well manured. It would 
be a valuable experiment, with a single 
row ns a test, to allow only one stalk 
in a hill, and to leave only one ear to 
each stalk. 


In discussing the question of good 


roads not enough attention is paid to 
the methods o£ preserving them after 
they are made. Wide tires on the wag. 
ons are important to this end. In 
France, where they have the best roads 
in the world, four-inch to six-inch tires 
are common. 


There is no piece of land upon the 


fnrm but that can be put to some profit- 
able use. If too rough to cultivate 
rent it to a good, flock of sheep. If 
you don't fancy that, plant it with 
forest trees. Don't let it remain idle, 
for then it is a tax and not a gain tc 
own it. 


Trees having a thrifty growth are 


less liable to tlie attacks of disease and 
insects than most others. An excep- 
tion may he found in the case of rap- 
idly growing pear trees, which are some- 
times suddenly stricken with lire blight. 
But, as a rule, keep the trees growing 
if you care to see them succeed—and 
most people do wish that. 


A man who permits fence rows to 


harbor weeds cannot maintain a repu- 
tation as a good farmer. It 
either 


proves that he is very slack in his meth- 
ods, or that the farm does not pay well 
enough to allow putting any labor upon 
such useless (?) accessories. 


There is a class of farmers that raise 


cows to sell to the dairymen, and they 
could make their business more profit- 
able by using pure-bred males. A cow 
that is known to be sired by a llol- 
stein or Jersey bull will command a 
high price compared with a cow whose 
breeding on both sides is unknown. 


The worst idea that a farmer can 


get into his head is that he needs more 
land. We huve seen a good many 
farms, but seldom one where more la- 
bor could not be better employed than 
more laud. 


The is a little time in early sum- 


mer when even the best farmers are apt 
to get rushed, because tlie weeds grow 
so fast. Kiitlior than let them get ahead 
of you it will pay you to hire extra 
help for awhile. The crops will be 
enough better to pay the expense. 


Keep the sprayer at work in the de- 


struction of insects. Paris green is fa- 
tal to all insects that eat it. The object 
should be to get the solution where in- 
sects cannot avoid it when they attack 
plants or fruits. 


It will pay to go through your or- 


chard searching for the eggs of tlie tent 
caterpillar. They are deposi ted in rings 
around twigs about an eighth of an inch 
in diameter. 
"\Ve know a boy, who, 


competing for prixes offered by a vil- 
lage improvement society, has within a 
month collected .",700 rings of eggs ; the 
rings averaged fully 100 eggs each, so 
he lias put an eud to the career of at 
least :;70,000 caterpillars. Other boys 
have done nearly as well. 


It has been demonstrated that as 


much lean pork can be put on the frame 
of a hog as cheaply as its equivalent of 
weight in fat, and this is done by the 
use of clover, skim milk and buttiTiuilk, 
and using bran and shorts rallior than 
corn or cornmeal. 


AVe often see a difference 
in ihe 


yield of staple crops, such as corn and 
wheat, upon adjacent farms that is not 
at all justified by the difference in the 
land. Vet tbe man who has the poor 
crop is very slow 1o admit that the 
trouble is with himself, and will lay 
the blame on the land or the weather 
without regard to the fact that his 
neighbor lias not suffered from such 
causes. 


If we can get hold of anything thai 


will enrich the crops, and at the same 
tune destroy insect pests and ward 
off diseases, we shall accomplish that 
very difficult feat of killing two birt 
with one stone. The entomologist < 
the New Jersey Experiment Statioi 
says that kaimt, or Gorman potas 
salts, possesses 
this valuable donlj 
quality.
